Hunter studied 20,000 applications for 
insurance. In 488 he found that one 
parent of the applicant had died of ean- 
eer.

nitely to the conclusion that cancer is 
not contracted by husbands from wives, 
or vice versa. If it is not spread from 
husband to wife or wife to husband, it 
‘is not spread between persons less inti- 
mately associated, and the danger of 
contracting cancer from contact is nil. 


He says that when instances of can- 
cer houses and cancer villages are in- 


yestigated it is found that the houses 


are old or insanitary and that the aver- 
age of the inhabitants is high. In other

The newest report, which 
comes, from the federal forest service 
"| laboratory at Madison, Wis., has to do 
with the conversion of sawdust into a 
grain alcohol which in some respects ts 
said to be superior to gasoline as a 
means of producing motive power. 
* 


The idea is being worked out in Biltish 
Columbia, where an enormous supply 
of wood waste is available in the val- 
leys of the Willow, Nechako, Bulkley, 
and Skeena rivers. The wood waste is 
broken down by distillation, wood alco- 
hol produced, and this in turn converted 
by simple processes into a true ethyl or 
‘In comparison with gaso- 
line, this product, it has been found, re- 
quires only about one-third thé volume 
of air for completé combustion. More- 
over, the alcohol-air mixture can safely 
be subjected to a 200 pound pressure, 
whereas the limit for gasoline ie elghty 
pounds, and can be used with far less 
attention to niceties of carburetor ad- 
justment than the fuel of today: The 
combustion products of grain alcohol are 
smokeless and do not clog up the atau 
ders and valves. 

A ton of dry sawdust has been found 
between twenty and twenty- 

of grain alcohol. From this 
form of lumber waste alone it is eati- 
mated that about 500,000,000 galions 
could be produced annually.
